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Report  of  Appropriation  Committee 
BUDGET  FOR  YEAR  1959 


On  the  following  pages  the  Appropriation  Committee 
submits  for  your  consideration  the  recommended  budget 
for  the  year  1959.  In  doing  so,  we  would  like  to  point  out 
a  number  of  most  important  facts  which  are  indicative 
of  the  already  changed  conditions  in  the  financial  position 
of  the  town  and  the  warnings  which  they  reveal  for  the 
years  immediately  ahead.  While  all  items  in  the  budget 
should  have  the  careful  consideration  of  town  voters,  we 
would  particularly  like  to  point  out  the  following: 

L.  Total  Regular  Budget  exclusive  of  Special  Articles, 
(Item  202)  in  1959  based  on  approval  of  this  budget 
will  amount  to  $2,016,537  or  15.1%  over  voted  ex- 
penditures in  1958. 

2.  Major  items  in  this  total  increase  are: 

Maturing  Debt  and  Interest  —  an  increase  of  $99,- 
285.  (Item  201) 

School  Department  —  an  increase  of  $81,281. 
(Item  148) 

Police  and  Fire  Department  —  an  increase  of 
$22,235.   (Items  48  and  61) 

Appropriated  in  1958  but  to  be  raised  in  1959  — 
$78,901.  (Item  252) 

3.  The  alarming  increase  in  the  town  debt  from  $1,- 
820,000  on  January  1,  1958  to  $4,360,000  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1959,  which  includes  $1,650,000  authorized  but 
not  issued.  The  trend  in  the  relation  of  the  town 
debt  to  total  valuation  is  what  determines  the  town's 
financial  rating  and  in  turn  its  ability  to  finance  its 
borrowings.  At  the  present  time,  Longmeadow  enjoys 
a  favorable  AA  rating,  but  a  continued  sharp  increase 
in  the  debt  rates  might  easily  result  in  the  loss  of  this 
rating.  A  drop  to  an  A  rating  might  well  mean  an  in- 
crease of  to  1/2%  m  the  interest  rate  on  future 
borrowings  which  on  twenty  year  loans  results  in  a 
substantial  increase  in  interest  charges. 

We  recommend  to  the  town,  therefore,  that  any  mar- 
ginal capital  expenditure  be  postponed  until  it  becomes  a 
necessity  and  that  the  cost  of  any  necessary  project  be  scrut- 
inized most  carefully  by  the  committee  or  department  whose 
responsibility  it  becomes. 

Final  determination  of  the  1959  budget  was  reached 
only  after  many  meetings  with  all  town  departments  and 
committees.  In  practically  all  cases  their  requests  were 
most  conservative,  consistent  with  efficient  operations,.  With 
their  help,  a  number  of  additional  savings  were  made  pos- 
sible and  the  committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
for  their  splendid  co-operation. 

In  only  one  case  was  the  committee  unable  to  come 
into  complete  agreement  with  the  budget  recommended  by 
the  department.  This  difference  is  made  clear  in  Item  134 
of  the  School  Department  budget.  The  requests  by  the 
School  Committee  for  all  other  items  in  the  School  Depart- 
ment budget  were  most  realistic.  The  total  increase  in  these 
items  amounts  to  $19,407.00  in  1959  over  1958.  This  is 
accounted  for  largely  by  the  increased  cost  of  staffing  and 
operating  the  enlarged  school  enrollment. 

As  has  been  previously  announced,  the  School  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  with  respect  to  teachers'  salaries 
is  a  $400.00  increase  for  all  teachers  effective  January  1, 


1959.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  automatic  raise  or  in- 
crement which  the  majority  of  teachers  in  the  Longmeadow 
School  System  received  effective  in  September  1958.  These 
two  increases  total  $600.00  or  between  $11.00  and  $12.00 
a  week  figured  even  on  fifty-two  weeks.  Figured  on  forty 
weeks,  the  increase  amounts  to  $15.00  per  week  and  again  in 
September  1959  most  of  these  teachers  will  be  entitled  to 
another  $200.00  automatic  raise. 

The  Appropriation  Committee  has  devoted  several 
meetings  exclusively  to  the  study  of  this  single  matter.  We 
have  studied  all  factors  pertinent  to  the  subject,  using  in- 
formation supplied  to  us  by  the  School  Committee  and  in- 
formation obtained  thru  other  reliable  sources.  The  result 
is  our  unanimous  decision  to  recommend  a  $200.00  increase 
effective  September  1,  1959  which  is  over  and  above  the 
$200.00  increment  automatically  due  on  the  same  date, 
making  a  total  of  $400.00.  The  School  Committee's  recom- 
mendation is  for  $400.00  effective  January  1,  1959  over 
and  above  the  $200.00  increment  due  September  1,  1959. 

We  firmly  believe  that  our  recommendations  are  more 
than  reasonable  and  fair.  We  know  of  no  profession  or 
business  where  women  can  on  the  average  enjoy  a  com- 
parable salary  schedule.  (State  laws  require  equal  pay  for 
men  and  women  for  equal  work  and  the  Longmeadow 
schools  now  employ  71  women  and  31  men).  We  are 
equally  of  the  belief  that  our  recommendation  ileaves  the 
School  Department  completely  competitive  with  comparable 
towns  in  the  area  with  respect  to  teacher  recruiting. 

In  dollars;,  the  difference  between  the  two  recommen- 
dations amounts  to  $34,000  or  over  $1.00  on  the  tax  rate. 
Unfortunately,,  all  other  towns  in  the  area  hold  their  town 
meetings  later  than  Longmeadow  which  must  be  the  first 
to  express  its  final  decision.  This  decision  will  be  watched 
for  most  anxiously  by  our  neighboring  towns,  every  one 
of  which  is  just  as  concerned  as  we  are  with  the  trend  in 
town  operating  costs  and  tax  rates.  What  we  do  they  will 
be  forced  to  match  in  order  to  stay  competitive. 

We  therefore  urge  that  every  voter  gives  particular 
thought  to  Item  148  before  casting  his  vote  at  the  Town 
Meeting  on  February  17. 

Special  Articles  in  the  recommended  1959  budget  to- 
tal $92,902,  against  $121,480  in  1958.  Many  of  these 
involve  street  acceptances  and  other  improvements  for 
which  the  town  will  be  reimbursed  in  large  part.  The  Ap- 
propriation Committee  recommends  acceptance  of  all  but 
two  of  these  special  articles.  These  are  the  request  for  a 
sidewalk  in  Shaker  Road  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $60,000 
and  the  request  to  lower  school  pupil  transportation  limits 
from  two  miles  to  one  and  one-half  miles.  We  have  studied 
both  of  these  proposals  and  do  not  feel  that  either  is  war- 
ranted at  the  present  time. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  there  are  two  bright  spots 
in  the  current  picture  with  which  we  can  end  this  report. 
Thanks  to  a  most  conservative  estimate  of  receipts  by  the 
town  for  1958,  made  when  formulating  the  budget  a  year 
ago,  we  find  that  the  amount  of  $133,114  will  be  added 
to  the  surplus  due  to  the  excess  of  actual  over  estimated 
receipts.  The  Appropriation  Committee  will  no  doubt  rec- 
ommend that  at  least  a  part  of  the  available  surplus  be  used 
to  assist  the  Assessors  in  determining  the  1959  tax  rate. 
Also,  an  increase  last  year  of  about  $2,000,000  in  the  total 
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valuation  will  mean  a  broader  base  upon  which  to  figure 
this  year's  rate.  While  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Asses- 
sors to  make  final  determination  of  the  tax  rate,  it  is  our 
belief  that  the  combination  of  these  two  facts  will  make  it 
possible  to  set  a  1959  rate  of  below  $55.00  based  on  ac- 
ceptance by  the  voters  of  the  budget  recommended  by  the 
Appropriation  Committee.  If,  however,  items  not  recom- 
mended are  also  approved,  the  tax  rate  might  well  be  sev- 
eral dollars  higher. 

However,  the  trend  is  still  only  one  way  —  up.  And 
we  cannot  urge  too  strongly  continued  vigilance  in  all  ex^ 


penditures  by  all  town  departments,  committees  and  voters 
consistent  with  good  government.

Loles,  and  raise  and  appropriate  $7,000.00  or  other 
urn  of  money  and  authorize  the  assessment  of  bet- 
erments  therefor,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
hereto.  (Petitioned  for  by  Kenneth  A.  Decker  et

ning in  a  northerly  direction  along  said  land  of 
the  Town  of  Longmeadow  633.93  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  the  point  of  beginning;  all  as  shown  on 
a  composite  plan  submitted  by  the  petitioner  to 
the  Planning  Board  and  displayed  at  the  public 
hearing  of  February  14,  1958,  under  titles  of 
"Land  Subdivision  of  Business  Zone"  and 
"Land  Subdivision  showing  land  in  Longmea- 
dow formerly  of  Longmeadow  Shopping  Center, 
Inc.,  under  date  of  March,  1957",  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  a  deed  of  land  easterly  of  the  Longmeadow 
High  School  between  Bliss  Road  and  Williams  Street 
within  the  westerly  section  of  land  described  in  Ar- 
ticle 32,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  receive 
a  final  report  of  the  Planning  Board  relative  thereto 
and  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  most 
recently  amended  and  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  Commonwealth  by  amending  Article 
II,  Paragraph  28,  by  changing  the  terminal  period 
to  a  comma,  and  by  adding  the  following:  "and  shall 
include  a  fence  as  hereinafter  defined.  The  presence 
of  a  structure  upon  land  shall  constitute  a  use  of 
such  land.",  and  by  amending  Article  II  by  adding 
thereto  two  new  paragraphs  as  follows : 

33.  "Fence."  Any  structure  erected  or  planting 
allowed  to  grow  in  a  manner  so  as  to  create 
a  barrier  against  unobstructed  passage 
from  one  side  to  the  other. 

34.  "Planting."  Any  vegetable  matter  placed  or 
left  in  the  ground  for  purposes  of  growth, 
including  trees. 

And  by  amending  Article  IV,  Section  B,  Para- 
graph 1.2h  by  striking  out  the  entire  content  of  the 
paragraph  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

1.2h  Fence,  which  shall  be  within  one  of  the 
classes  and  of  a  height  as  set  forth  herein, 
and  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  Article  VI,  Section  H : 

1)  Wire  mesh,  if  at  least  80%  open,  to  a 
height  of  not  over  four  feet  if  between  the 
street  line  and  the  secondary  setback  line, 
or  to  a  height  of  not  over  six  feet  if  else- 
where. 

2)  Rail,  having  not  over  three  horizontal  bars 
spaced  at  least  their  width  apart  and  with 
posts  spaced  approximately  twice  their 
height  apart ;  or 

Picket,  having  not  more  than  two  hori- 
zontal bars  with  vertical  pickets  spaced  at 
least  their  width  apart;  or 
Lattice,  showing  a  minimum  of  50%  of  its 
total  area  open. 
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All  under  this  Paragraph  (2)  may  reach 
to  a  height  of  not  over  four  feet  if  be- 
tween the  street  line  and  the  secondary 
set-back  line,  or  to  a  height  of  not  over 
six  feet  if  elsewhere. 

3)  Chain,  cable,  or  pipe,  to  a  height  of  not 
over  two  feet  within  any  area. 

4)  Planting,  in  the  nature  of  a  fence  as  pre- 
viously defined  in  this  Zoning  By-Law,  to  a 
height  of  not  over  four  feet  if  between  the 
street  line  and  the  primary  set-back  line, 
or  to  an  unrestricted  height  if  elsewhere. 
Trees  may  be  permitted  to  grow  to  any 
height  at  any  location,  and  shall  not  con- 
stitute a  hedge  so  long  as  the  location  of  the 
trunks  and  the  position  of  the  branches 
with  relation  to  other  planting  do  not  con- 
stitute a  fence  as  denned  in  this  Zoning  By- 
Law. 

And  by  amending  Article  IV,  Section  B,  Para- 
graph 6.8  by  striking  out  the  entire  content  of  the 
paragraph  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

6.8  Fence,  to  the  rear  of  the  secondary  set- 
back line,  of  lesser  open  space  than  speci- 
fied under  Paragraph  1.2h,  or  to  a  height 
not  to  exceed  eight  feet ;  except  that  in  the 
case  of  a  fence  solely  for  the  enclosure  of 
the  area  occupied  by  a  tennis  court  or  a 
pool,  the  height  may  be  increased  to  not 
over  ten  feet ;  and  any  fence  or  planting  on 
land  owned  by  the  Town  of  Longmeadow. 

And  by  amending  Article  VI,  Section  H,  by  add- 
ing at  the  end  thereof  a  new  sentence  to  read  "The 
provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  superior  to  and 
control  any  inconsistent  provisions  of  this  Zoning 
By-Law",  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  author- 
ize the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  to  employ 
Members  of  their  Board  part  time  to  inspect  instal- 
lation of  the  laying  of  mains  and  to  operate  equip- 
ment for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Park  Commission  to  build  a  tennis  court  in 
Greenwood  Park,  so-called,  and  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $12,500.00,  or  other  sum  of  money  therefor,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Recommend- 
ed by  Appropriations  Committee.) 


Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  as  a  public  way  or  street  that  portion  of 
Dwight  Road  from  the  southerly  line  of  Williams 
Street  as  laid  out  by  the  County  Commissioners 
September  27,  1933,  southerly  about  118y2  feet

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  $200.00,  or  other  sum  of 
money,  to  be  expended  by  the  Park  Board  for  en- 
gineering and  other  fees  in  connection  with  the  de- 
sign of  a  wading  pool  for  Greenwood  Park,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Recommended  by 
Appropriations  Committee.) 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  per- 
sons, and  name  the  Chairman  thereof,  to  survey  the 
need  for  a  service  building  for  the  Park  Department 
and  to  make  recommendations  therefor,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $200.00,  or  other  sum  of  money,  for 
the  use  of  said  Committee,  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto.  (Recommended  by  Appropriations 
Committtee. ) 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from  available  funds 
now  in  the  treasury  of  the  Town  to  be  applied  and 
used  for  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year  and 
direct  the  Assessors  to  use  said  sum  in  calculating 
the  Tax  Rate,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  there- 
to.

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Report  of  The  Selectmen 


Once  again  it  is  the  privilege  of  your  Board  of  Select- 
men to  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Town  for  the  year 
1958  and  bring  to  your  attention  some  of  the  projects  that 
are  being  contemplated  for  1959. 

All  street  acceptances  voted  at  the  last  annual  Town 
Meeting  have  been  completed  and  Laurel  Street  has  been 
completed  as  far  as  Bliss  Road  under  our  Chapter  90  pro- 
gram. This  year  we  are  asking  you  to  accept  four  streets, 
all  of  which  will  be  on  a  betterment  basis.  In  addition  to 
this,  we  are  asking  your  approval  of  an  appropriation  of 
$6,000  to  be  used  with  state  and  county  funds  on  Converse 
Street. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  throughout  the  year 
with  the  Lane  Construction  Company  and  State  Engineers, 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  Route  5,  in  an  effort 
to  have  a  continuous  clean-up  program  and  maintain  the 
streets  in  good  repair.  It  is  expected  that  this  portion  of 
the  highway  will  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  this  year 
at  which  time  all  stre*ets  and  lawns  will  be  restored  to  their 
original  condition  by  the  contractor.  We  want  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of  Emerson  Road,  Birnie 
Road,  and  Williams  Street  for  their  patience  with  a  situa- 
tion that  was  very  annoying  and  over  which  we  had  very 
little  control. 

With  the  retirement  of  Chief  Breck  in  July,  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Police  and  Fire  Survey  Committee  at  the 
last  annual  Town  meeting  was  well  timed.  The  Depart- 
ment is  now  being  operated  by  full-time,  paid  employees 
and,  because  of  this,  the  budget  this  year  will  reflect  a  sub- 
stantial increase.  Under  the  present  set-up,  the  Town  is 
receiving  the  same  fire  protection  it  received  under  Chief 
Breck.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  building  to  house  this  De- 
partment will  be  available  by  September  of  this  year. 

The  Police  Department  is  asking  for  two  additional 
men.  The  addition  of  these  two  men  will  only  even  up  the 
coverage  over  the  twenty-four  hour  basis  and  take  care  of 
the  necessary  days  off  and  the  vacations  of  the  present  per- 
sonnel. This  Department  will  also  benefit  greatly  when 
their  new  quarters  are  available. 

The  School  and  Park  Departments  are  asking  for 
twenty  acres  of  land  south  of  Williams  Street  and  east  of 
Frank  Smith  Road.  It  is  felt  that  this  land  should  be  ac- 
quired now  to  take  care  of  the  future  expansion  of  facilities 
of  both  these  Departments  as  the  Town  continues  to  grow 
to  the  east.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Future  Planning  Com- 
mittee and  your  Board  of  Selectmen  that  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately eighty  acres  should  be  acquired  along  the  Long- 
meadow  Brook  at  this  time  to  be  developed  as  a  park  area 
at  some  future  date.  This  land  also  will  be  utilized  for  the 
contemplated  trunk  line  sewer  that  is  planned  for  the  east- 
ern section. 

A  request  is  being  made  this  year  for  the  construction 
of  a  sidewalk  on  Converse  Street,  a  distance  of  approxi- 


mately 2500  feet,  at  a  cost  of  $9000.  Because  of  the  rapid 
growth  of  this  area,  east  of  Burbank  Road,  it  is  the  feeling 
of  the  School  Department  and  Police  Department,  as  well 
as  this  Board,  that  as  a  safety  measure  this  project  should 
be  approved. 

The  Longmeadow  annual  Town  meeting  has  always 
been  one  of  the  earliest  in  this  area.  However,  with  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  Town  and  the  additional  work  that  is  neces- 
sary in  holding  hearings,  preparing  the  budget,  and  making 
up  the  warrants,  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  meet  the  early 
deadline  requirement  for  the  printing  of  the  Town  book. 
We  are,  therefore,  requesting  that  consideration  be  given 
to  advancing  the  annual  Town  meeting  date  to  the  second 
Tuesday  in  March. 

With  the  increased  interest  in  Town  meetings  and  be- 
cause of  the  poor  seating  arrangement  and  unsatisfactory 
sound  system  at  the  last  special  Town  meeting,  it  is  planned 
that  this  annual  Town  meeting  and  all  future  Town  meet- 
ings will  be  held  in  the  senior  high  school  gymnasium, 
which  we  believe  will  be  a  satisfactory  arrangement  regard- 
less of  the  size  of  the  gathering. 

A  request  is  being  made  for  the  sum  of  $3000  for  a 
study  of  the  Town  bookkeeping  and  accounting  procedures 
with  the  thought  in  mind  that  as  the  Town  continues  to 
grow,  a  revised  and  up  to  date  system  may  forestall  the  hir- 
ing of  additional  office  personnel  in  all  departments. 

A  petition  was  received  from  the  Town  employees,  in- 
cluding the  School  Department,  requesting  that  the  Town 
accept  Chapter  32B  of  the  general  laws  on  the  official  1959 
ballot.  This  act  provides  for  a  Group  Life  and  Health  In- 
surance Policy  covering  all  Town  employees  with  the  Town 
contributing  half  the  cost.  An  advisory  committee^  com- 
posed of  Attorney  Horace  E.  Allen,  William  C.  Gibson,  and 
David  H.  Young  Jr.,  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  in- 
vestigate the  cost  and  desirability  of  this  act.  A  complete 
report  of  the  committee  was  received  at  a  joint  meeting 
of  Town  officials  and  Town  counsel,  and  it  is  the  feeling  of 
this  group  that  an  article  should  be  placed  in  the  1959  war- 
rant making  it  possible  for  the  citizens  to  receive  the  find- 
ings of  this  committee  and  at  the  same  time  decide  if  this 
should  be  placed  on  the  official  I960  ballot. 

The  year  1958  has  been  a  very  active  one  in  all  depart- 
ments, and  we  want  to  thank  all  elected  officials,  committees 
and  department  heads  for  the  splendid  co-operation  they 
have  given  this  Board  in  working  together  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  Longmeadow.

TREASURER'S  REPORT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  The  Town  of  Longmeadow: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  for 
the  year  1958. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  that  the  Town  ends  the  year  in 
a  good  financial  condition  —  Cash  balance  as  of  December 
31,  1958  $715,481.99;  Surplus  Revenue  $570,242.85,  an  in- 
crease of  $106,105.86  over  1957. 

During  the  year  the  Town  received  Federal  Funds  in  the 
amount  of  $104,300.00,  made  available  under  the  provisions 
of  Public  Law  660,  84th  Congress  (reimbursement  for  the 
sewage  treatment  plant),  which  reflects  in  the  increase  of 
Surplus  Revenue  over  the  previous  year. 

To  meet  budget  expenses  it  was  necessary  to  borrow 
$300,000.00  in  Anticipation  of  Revenue,  at  a  discount  of 
.68%,  a  very  low  rate. 

Even  though  the  Town  continues  to  maintain  its  good 
financial  condition,  it  might  be  well  to  point  out  that  the  total 
funded  debt  has  become  the  highest  in  Longmeadow's  history, 
$2,710,000.00. 

This  figure  does  not  include  bonds  authorized  but  un- 
issued in  the  amount  of  $1,425,000.00  for  the  new  Junior 
High  School  and  $225,000.00  ofr  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment, all  as  voted  at  the  November  6,  1958  Special  Town 
Meeting.  This  makes  an  additional  $1,650,000.00  to  be 
added  to  the  total  debt.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1958 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Longmeadow  was  one  of  the 
relatively  few  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  that  had  no  tax 
increase  for  the  year  1958.  The  causes  for  this,  contrary 
to  the  varied  reports  of  a  large  tax  increase,  are  as  follows: 

There  were  no  unforeseen  major  capital  expenses  sub- 
mitted in  the  1958  Town  Budget.  There  will  be  large 
expenses  such  as  the  High  School  addition  and  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Plant  reflected  in  the  budget  this 
coming  year  that  will  affect  the  tax  rate  upwards. 

The  influx  of  new  residents  has  continued  this  year 
adding   137  new  taxable  dwellings. 

Your  assessors  are  systematically  reviewing  all  prop- 
erties in  Longmeadow  under  a  program  begun  approx- 
imately six  years  ago.  Last  year  we  revalued  Precinct 
B  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  most  of 
Precinct  C  has  been  revalued.  The  assessments  of  all 
unimproved  land  in  the  Plains  area  to  the  East  were 
thoroughly  reviewed  by  your  board. 

Due  to  unavoidable  circumstances  we  were  unable  to 
continue  with  our  photograph  file  of  all  homes  in  the 
town.  This  year  we  plan  to  bring  our  file  up  to  date. 

Your  board  will  continue  their  efforts  this  coming  year 
toward  the  goal  of  assessing  all  properties  at  a  fair  and 
just  figure,  and  prevent  the  outside  expensive  revaluation 
that  so  many  neighboring  communities  have  been  faced 
with. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  staff  and  all  those  who  have  been 
so  helpful,  for  without  their  assistance  we  could  not  have 
handled  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  that  has  been 
accomplished  this  year.

In  accordance  with  the  Warrant  of  the  Selectmen,  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Community  House, 
April  30,  1958. 

Action  on  the  articles  of  the  Warrant  was  as  follows: 

Article  1.  Voted:  That  whereas  it  is  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Town  that  the  relative  proportion  of  money  to 
be  raised  and  appropriated  under  Article  2  of  the  Warrant 
for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  27,  1956  by  the 
issue  and  sale  of  bonds  of  the  Town  and  by  transfer  from 
available  revenue  funds  be  changed  from  the  vote  heretofore 
taken  under  said  Article  2  and  said  vote  be  amended  for 
such  purposes,  now  therefore  be  it  voted  that  the  vote  under 
Article  2  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
November  27,  1956  be  and  hereby  is  amended  by  increasing 
the  amount  to  be  taken  from  available  revenue  funds  from 
530,000.00  to  $230,000.00,  by  reducing  the  amount  to  be 
borrowed  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  of  the  Town  under 
the  authority  of  and  in  conformity  with  Chapter  178  of  the 
Massachusetts  Acts  of  1955  from  $500,000.00  to  $400,000.00 
by  striking  from  said  vote  any  authority  to  borrow  money  by 
the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  of  the  Town  under  the  authority 
of  and  in  conformity  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
(Ter.  Ed.)  Chapter  44,  Section  7,  Clause  1,  but  otherwise 
ratifying  and  confirming  said  vote  and  any  action  taken  there- 
under.

Article  2.  Voted:  That  whereas  the  sum  appropri- 
ated by  the  vote  under  Article  2  of  the  warrant  for  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  December  11,  1957  to  construct, 
originally  equip  and  furnish  an  addition  to  the  High  School 
is  Si 21, 000. 00  in  excess  of  the  sum  actually  required  for  said 
purposes;  and 

whereas  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  have  issued 
no  bonds  in  furtherance  of  said  vote  as  therein  authorized  and 
a  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $600,000.00  is  sufficient  for  the 
aforesaid  purposes, 

now  therefore  be  it  voted  that  the  vote  under  Article  2 
of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  December 
11,  1957  be  and  hereby  is  amended  by  reducing  the  sum  of 
$721,000.00  authorized  to  be  raised  by  borrowing  under 
Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  to  $600,000.00 
and  by  reducing  die  total  appropriation  made  for  said  project 
from  $796,000.00  to  $675,000.00  but  otherwise  ratifying  and 
confirming  said  vote  and  the  action  taken  thereunder.  (Motion 
carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  3-  Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  appro- 
priate and  transfer  the  Surplus  War  Bonus  Fund  of  $1,484.76 
to  payment  on  account  of  indebtedness  of  the  Town  under 
Maturing  Debt  and  Interest  as  provided  in  Chapter  480  of 
the  Acts  of  1924.  (Motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  4.  Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purchase  and  install- 
ation of  lights  to  light  the  War  Memorial  on  the  "Green." 
(Motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 


Article  5.  Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend 
the  Building  Ordinance  of  the  Town  by  inserting  in  Chapter 
2,  Section  2-1  (b)  after  the  words  "authorized  agent"  in  the 
fifth  line,  the  sentence  "Each  such  application  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  filing  fee  of  thirty  dollars,  which  the  Com- 
missioner shall  pay  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  except  that 
no  fee  shall  accompany  those  applications  for  permits  for 
such  erections,  alterations,  repairs,  removals  or  demolitions 
which  are  to  cost  $5,000.00  or  less."  (Motion  carried  by 
unanimous  vote.) 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  receive  a  final  report  from 
the  Planning  Board  relative  to  the  subject  matter  of  Article 
6.  (Motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  6.  Voted:  That  the  Town  amend  the  Zon- 
ing By-Law  by  adding  thereto  a  new  Article  VII  to  read  as 
follows: 


ARTICLE  VII.    TEMPORARY  SPECIAL  PERMITS. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may,  in  its  discretion,  grant  a 
special  permit  to  the  owner  of  a  lot,  of  to  the  lessee  or  licensee 
of  an  owner,  to  store,  repair  and  maintain  equipment,  trucks 
and  other  facilities  for  use  in  a  Federal,  State  or  County  con- 
struction project.  Said  special  permit  shall  not  be  effective 
prior  to  Twenty  days  before  the  letting  of  the  contract  for 
the  performance  of  which  said  equipment,  trucks  and  other 
facilities  are  to  be  used,  nor  later  than  twenty  days  after  said 
contract  has  been  performed,  nor  in  any  event  after  the  Board 
of  Appeals  shall  have  determined  that  such  use  of  the 
premises  is  no  longer  necessary  for  said  project.  The  special 
permit  may  include  the  right  to  erect  a  building  or  buildings 
for  said  purposes.  Said  special  permit  shall  require  said 
owner,  lessee  or  licensee  to  file  forthwith,  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  a  written  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Longmeadow 
that,  within  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  said  special  per- 
mit, he  will  restore  said  lot  to  its  condition  prior  to  the 
issuance  thereof.  Said  agreement  shall  be  in  such  form,  with 
such  sureties,  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  determine. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  impose  other  conditions  and 
terms  in  connection  with  the  issue  of  such  special  permit  not 
inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provisions.  And  further 
amend  said  Zoning  By-Law  by  changing  the  number  of  the 
present  Article  VII  to  Article  VIII. 

Article  7.  Voted:  That  the  Town  discontinue  as  a 
Town  Way  the  way  laid  out  by  the  Town  of  Springfield,  May 
13,  1757  between  Shaker  Road  on  the  east  and  the  easterly 
end  of  an  abandonment  of  said  public  way  as  duly  voted  at  a 
Town  Meeting  held  February  20,  1951.  (Motion  carried  by 
unanimous  vote.)

In  accordance  with  the  Warrant  of  the  Selectmen,  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Community  House, 
April  20,  1958. 

Article  1.  Voted:  That  the  town  receive  a  report 
submitted  by  the  Special  Police  and  Fire  Department  Survey 
Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator  pursuant  to  the  vote 
taken  under  Article  33  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  February  18,  1958  and  the  adjournment  thereof 
February  19,  1958.  (Motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  2.  Voted:  To  continue  the  Special  Police 
and  Fire  Department  Survey  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  pursuant  to  the  vote  taken  under  Article  33  of  the 
Warrant  for  the  1958  Annual  Town  Meeting;  and  authorize 
said  Committee  to  employ  an  architect  or  other  consultant 
for  the  purpose  of  preparing  plans  and  estimates  for  the  pos- 
sible construction  of  a  Police  and  Fire  Department  Station; 
and  make  a  report  to  the  Town  at  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting  or  at  any  Special  Town  Meeting  which  may  be  called 
therefor,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000.00 
for  the  use  of  such  Committee.  (Motion  carried  by  unanimous 
vote.) 

Article  3.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the 
Town  acquire  by  Eminent  Domain  or  purchase  for  Police  and 
Fire  Department  purposes  and  such  other  purposes  as  Town 
property  may  be  used,  the  land  in  the  Town  of  Longmeadow 
bounded  and  described  substantially  as  follows: 

Beginning  in  the  north  line  of  Williams  Street  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  land  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow,  thence 
northerly  approximately  150  feet  along  land  of  said  Town  of 
Longmeadow,  thence  easterly  along  said  land  of  the  Town 
of  Longmeadow,  approximately  70  feet;  thence  southerly 
along  said  land  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow,  approximately 
150  feet  to  the  northerly  line  of  Williams  Street;  thence 
westerly  on  said  Williams  Street  approximately  70  feet  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  being  the  property  known  as  #38  Wil- 
liams Street  and  being  the  premises  conveyed  to  Harry  E.  and 


Elsie  M.  Towne  by  William  S.  Libbey,  by  deed  dated  July  1, 
1937  and  recorded  in  the  Hampden  County  Registry  of  Deeds, 
Book  1640,  Page  420;  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  take  any  necessary  action  hereunder;  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $16,500.00  therefor.

The  Community  House,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
7lorence  Hunter,  has  reached  an  alltime  high  in  activities 
luring  1958.  The  heating  and  ventilating  systems  have 
>een  considerably  improved.  The  plumbing,  which  con- 
ists  of  galvanized  piping,  remains  a  major  problem.  Since 
11  piping  is  concealed,  the  replacement  will  be  an  expen- 
ive  job.  The  piping  is  so  corroded  and  plugged  that  it  is 
definite  hazard  in  a  public  building. 


RECREATION 

The  need  for  a  fulltime  Director  of  Recreation,  and 
>erhaps  the  establishment  of  a  separate  Recreation  Depart- 
lent,  becomes  apparent  with  the  increase  in  population  of 
he  Town.  The  Board  feels  that  this  step  must  be  taken 
n  the  next  few  years  to  give  adequate  planning  for  the  fu- 
ure  as  well  as  efficient  supervision  for  a  recreation  program 
vhich  is  assuming  year-round  proportions. 

The  problem  of  facilities  at  the  South  end  of  Town 
an  be  partially  solved  by  the  building  of  tennis  courts, 
"he  Board  hoped  to  ask  for  funds  to  build  a  wading  pool 
Iso,  but  technical  difficulties  of  drainage  and  water  supply 
iave  arisen.  We  hope  these  difficulties  will  be  solved  so 
hat  the  wading  pool  can  be  built  in  I960.  Such  a  wading 
iool  could  later  be  made  part  of  a  swimming  facility. 


Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 

To  the  Residents  of  Longmeadow: 

We  are  pleased  this  year  to  again  reduce  the  appropria- 
tion request  for  this  department.  The  needs  of  the  department 
are  a  matter  of  forecast,  but  indications  are  that,  barring 
incidents  completely  unforseen,  we  axe  on  safe  ground. 

For  the  first  time  we  have  this  year  capitalized  on  the 
"Lien  Law."  Two  recoveries  amounted  to  $4,101.64.  About 
two  thirds  of  this  however,  will  accrue  to  the  State  and 
Federal  governments.  The  exact  figures  will  not  be  available 
for  some  time.

PARKS 

The  Park  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  Wil- 
iam  G.  Baer,  functioned  with  its  usual  efficiency.  Park 
nd  recreational  areas  were  maintained,  equipment  im- 
iroved,  and  close  cooperation  with  Street,  Recrjeation,  and 
chool  departments  was  the  rule. 

The  Board  finds  that  the  old  pumphouse  which  has 
>een  used  for  years  to  house  Park  Department  equipment 
as  deteriorated  to  the  point  that  it  is  completely  unsafe, 
"he  ancient  brick  walls  are  literally  falling  down.  It  never 
:as  been  adequate.  It  has  no  heat,  no  toilets,  and  until  re- 
ently,  no  lighting.  The  Board  recommends  the  construction 
'f  a  garage  and  storehouse  to  take  care  of  equipment  and 
3  house  personnel. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  is  particularly  ap- 
reciative  of  the  cooperation  and  help  of  the  Engineering 
)epartment,  the  School  Department,  the  Police  Department, 
nd  all  those  with  whom  it  came  in  contact  through  the 
ear.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  look  forward  to  1959  and  antici- 
iate  the  teamwork  which  has  become  so  evident  between 
"own  Departments.

Report  of  The 
Richard  Salter  Storrs  Library 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow: 

Experience  has  indicated  that  any  period  of  expansion 
is  followed  by  a  period  of  readjustment  and  consolidation 
of  gains.  Here,  at  the  library  we  are  adjusting  to  the  vast 
changes  made  last  year  in  the  physical  appearance  of  our 
building  and  the  opening  of  the  young  people's  department. 
We  are  very  pleased  with  the  reception  this  room  has  been 
given  both  by  the  children  and  their  parents.  It  has  been 
a  great  asset  to  the  adult  visitors  to  be  relieved  of  the  con- 
fusion directly  after  school  and  a  great  help  to  the  pupils 
to  have  an  assistant  to  cater  just  to  their  needs,  in  a  room 
of  their  own.  However,  I'd  like  to  restate;  the  fact  that  any 
book  not  in  that  particular  department  can  be  obtained  from 
the  adult  section  by  applying  to  the  librarian  in  the  child- 
ren's room.  That  is  necessary  only  on  rare  occasions  since 
we  have  endeavored  to  cover  all  school  subjects,  but  no 
book  which  we  own  is  denied  any  student. 

This  past  year  we  have  accessioned  on  the  adult  side 
of  the  ledger  1054  volumes;  539  fiction  books,  470  non- 
fiction  and  two  sets  of  encyclopedias,  consisting  of  45  vol- 
umes, one  for  the  adults  and  one  for  the  high  school  stu- 
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dents;  and  to  the  juvenile  department  we  have  added  760 
volumes,  285  non  fiction  and  475  fiction.  This  brings  the 
total  number  of  new  books  in  1958  to  1814. 

It  is  our  job  to  evaluate  and  choose  the  books  best 
suited  for  your  needs.  We  try  to  select  those  that  are  ac- 
curate and  authentic,  informative  and  inclusive.  It  is  a 
herculean  task  of  reading  thousands  of  reviews  and  balanc- 
ing one  book  against  another,  trying  always  to  keep  in 
mind  reader  interest.  A  library  is  a  treasury  which  holds  a 
wealth  of  experiences;  records  of  human  life  and  progress, 
ideals,  aspirations  and  dreams.  We  hope  by  our  selections 
we  can  bring  a  book  that  will  be  an  awarding  experience  to 
each  individual;  at  least  that  is  our  aim. 

With  the  new  mending  materials  available  we  have 
been  able  to  cut  on  bindery  costs  and  have  mended  1446 
books  here  at  the  library,  thereby  prolonging  the  usefulness 
of  many. 

The  total  number  of  overdue  notices  which  we  mail  out 
is  still  extremely  high.  We  are  hoping  that  with  the  instal- 
lation of  the  deposit  station  provided  by  the  Storrs  Library 
Association  which  now  stands  on  the  rear  portico,  this  num- 
ber will  be  considerably  lessened  since  the  public  will  be 
able  to  return  their  books  at  any  hour.  We  mailed  out 
3203  adult  overdue  notices,  2434  juvenile,  453  others  for 
reserve  books;  or  a  total  of  6090  notices. 

Our  library  patronage  is  still  growing  with  the  addi- 
tion of  715  new  borrowers  this  year,  586  adult  and  129  ju- 
venile, bringing  the  total  to  4329,  2550  adult  and  1779 
children. 

The  desk  machines  are  proving  an  asset  in  the  expedi- 
ency of  charging  out  the  books  and  the  public  seems  to 
appreciate  them. 

Our  circulation  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  4,485  books.  The  adults  read  28,584  fiction 
books,  12,327  non-fiction  and  3,448  periodicals,  a  total  of 
44,359.  The  youngsters  read  a  total  of  30,444  or  22,160 
juvenile  fiction,  7,608  non-fiction  and  676  periodicals.  This 
brings  the  total  of  our  entire  circulation  to  74,803  books. 
Estimating  the  population  at  9500  this  is  a  per  capita  read- 
ing of  7%,  or  per  library  user  of  17^  books  each. 

The  National  Book  Week  in  November  had  to  be 
extended  into  a  second  week  in  order  to  have  all  elementary 
school  classes  receive  library  instruction.  Busses  brought 
the  students  from  Converse  Street,  Norway  Street,  Wolf 
Swamp  and  Blueberry  Hill  Schools,  and  the  other  classes 
from  Junior  High  and  Center  came  under  their  own  power. 
In  all  we  entertained  1621  during  the  Book  Week  period. 
The  students  were  all  taken  to  the  Longmeadow  Historical 
Society  next  door,  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  learn 
about  the  early  town  folk  and  Longmeadow  history.  Several 
classes  wrote  us  letters  telling  of  their  special  interest  in 
the  house  and  thanking  me  for  the  class  instruction.  This 
gesture  was  greatly  appreciated. 

We  have  received  several  additions  to  the  "Memorial 
Shelf"  and  a  fund  from  the  Homemakers  Group  for  a 
shelf  of  books  in  memory  of  Dr.  John  P.  Bethel,  a  former 
Longmeadow  resident.  The  Longmeadow  Gardeners  also 
presented  us  another  book  for  the  Garden  corner,  and  sev- 
eral others  were  received  from  our  patrons. 

We  are  sincerely  appreciative  of  the  coverage  the 
Springfield  Newspapers  have  given  us,  in  listing  our  new

Report  of  The  Planning  Board 

Between  January  1  and  December  31,  1958  the  Plan- 
ning Board  met  22  times;  held  11  Public  Hearings  on  peti- 
tions for  subdivisions;  held  a  Public  Hearing  on  a  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  which  would 
permit  the  erection  of  a  temporary  building  for  the  main- 
tenance and  storage  of  equipment  used  by  a  contractor  en- 
gaged in  a  Federal,  State,  or  County  construction  project 
within  the  Town;  held  a  Public  Hearing  on  a  petition  by 
the  Grand  Union  Company  who  requested  that  that  portion 
of  their  property  at  the  intersection  of  Bliss  Road  and 
Williams  Street  now  zoned  Residence  A  be  changed  to 
Business;  and  a  Public  Hearing  on  a  proposal  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  which  would  create  a  new  AA  Residential  Zone 
for  all  that  land  not  now  fully  developed  and  generally  ly- 
ing within  the  Town  to  the  East  of  Frank  Smith  Road  and 
to  the  northern,  eastern,  and  southern  boundaries  of  the 
Town,  said  Zoning  to  require  lot  sizes  of  30,000  square 
feet  with  minimum  frontages  of  150  feet. 

During  this  same  period  18  plans  of  lots  not  requiring 
approval  under  the  Sub-division  Control  Law  were  en- 
dorsed, while  6  requiring  approval  in  accordance  with  the 
Subdivision  Control  Laws  were  endorsed.  Performance 
bonds  were  required  and  received  from  developers  of  3  of 
these  latter  subdivisions. 

The  Planning  Board  also  gave  approval  to  13  Topo- 
graphical Plans  showing  proposed  fill  removals  within  the 
Town,  all  of  which  was  to  be  used  only  for  the  construction 
of  the  re-location  of  Route  5  (new  Route  91)  within  the 
Town.

Future   Planning  Committee 

Appointed  for  a  second  year  in  accordance  with  the 
/ote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  February  18,  1958, 
his  Committee  continued  the  program  inaugurated  in  1957 
is  summarized  in  that  Town  Report.  It  has  continued  to 
:ooperate  with  the  bodies  responsible  for  the  various  Town 
;ervices  as  they  plan  for  the  future. 

It  encouraged  and  supported  the  requests  of  the  Park 
3oard  and  the  School  Committee  to  the  Selectmen  that 
hey  negotiate  for  the  prompt  purchase  of  approximately 
!0  acres  in  the  still  undeveloped  area  east  of  Frank  Smith 
load  and  south  of  Longmeadow  Brook.  The  program  in- 
volves holding  these  properties  for  a  future  elementary 
chool  facility  and  play  field  needs. 

With  the  Park  Board  it  continues  to  urge  that  as 
nuch  as  possible  of  the  presently  undeveloped  dingle 
hrough  which  the  Longmeadow  Brook  winds  be  acquired 
>y  the  Town.  Believing  that  the  surrounding  area  as  well 
.s  the  entire  Town  would  benefit  from  such  a  development, 
he  Committee  feels  that  the  present  owners  should  make 
his  land  available  to  the  Town  on  an  attractive  basis. 

The  Committee  favors  changing  a  portion  of  the  zoning 
iy-laws,  to  upgrade  much  of  the  undeveloped  area  in  the 
astern  end  of  the  Town.  It  has  noted  that  developers  have 
>een  building  substantial  homes  on  lots  in  Al  areas  con- 
iderably  larger  than  those  required  in  the  by-laws. 

The  Committee  has  consistently  opposed  proposals  to 
nlarge  the  business  zone  in  the  Williams  Street-Bliss  Road 
rea.  That  area  contains  already  9.8  acres  compared  with 
.34  acres  in  Springfield's  Sixteen  Acre  business  area.  It 
eels  that  the  present  area  provides  ample  space  for  small 
ervice  stores  including  adequate  offstreet  parking  to  serve 
.ongmeadow  residents.  A  larger  business  area  could  prove 
irofitable  only  if  it  catered  to  a  broader  clientele  and  actual- 
y  the  major  part  of  its  patrons  came  from  other  towns, 
uch  a  situation  would  definitely  change  the  character  of  a 
irge  section  of  Longmeadow  by  causing  traffic  problems 
nd  adversely  affecting  residential  values. 

The  Committee  has  noted  that  the  construction  of  side- 
walks in  Longmeadow  has  not  begun  to  keep  pace  with  the 
lcreased  traffic  and  child  population  growth.  Believing 
lis  situation  should  be  corrected,  but  realizing  such  cor- 
ection  involves  heavy  expense,  the  Committee  has  sug- 
ested  to  the  Selectmen  that  sums  be  appropriated  annually 
or  sidewalk  construction  calculated  to  reduce  consistently 
le  sidewalk  deficiencies  so  that  ultimately  children  in  all 
;ctions  will  enjoy  the  protection  of  sidewalks. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  need  for  a  thorough  sur- 
ey  to  determine  the  capital  needs  and  expenditures  of  the 
'own  as  it  expands  over  the  coming  years.  This  survey, 
le  conclusions  drawn  and  the  recommendations  should  be 
lade  by  qualified  personnel  with  adequate  time  to  devote  to 
ie  problem.  We  are  studying  this  problem.  In  1959  we 
'ill  have  conferences  with  appropriate  town  officials  and 
jmmittees  so  as  to  arrive  at  specific  recommendations. 

This  Committee  has  been  serving  the  Town  in  an  ad- 
isory  capacity,  stimulating  Town  Committees  to  take 
:tion  in  matters  affecting  the  future  of  the  Town,  rather 
lan  confining  themselves  to  immediate  problems  only.  We 
ave  helped  individual  Town  Committees  to  co-ordinate 
ieir  activities  with  those  of  other  committees  which  has

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow: 

Additions  to  the  Water,  Sewer  and  Drainage  System 
of  the  Town  during  the  year  1958  have  been  as  follows: 

WATER  SERVICES 
One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  new  services  to  houses 
were  installed  this  year  and  two  services  discontinued,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  3009  services  in  Town.  Four  water  service 
renewals  have  been  made:  134  new  water  meters  have  been 
installed  and  two  removed,  making  a  total  of  2938  meters 
in  use  as  of  December  31,  1958.  Twenty-eight  new  meters 
have  also  been  installed  to  replace  meters  found  economically 
unservicable.  Meters  over  twenty  years  of  age  which  are  found 
unservicable  are  ordered  replaced  at  the  cost  of  the  property 
owner.

Drive  have  been  developed  privately,  with  water  mains  and 
storm  drainage.  All  costs  in  private  streets,  Wolf  Swamp 
Road  and  Williams  Street  east  of  Frank  Smith  Road  were 
borne  entirely  by  the  developers,  except  for  inspection  and 
engineering  costs  borne  by  the  Town.  We  hope  to  bring  our 
proposal  for  a  trunk  line  sewer  up  the  Longmeadow  Brook 
Valley  before  you  for  acceptance  and  the  appropriation  of 
funds  in  1959-  Most  areas  now  being  developed  are  neces- 
sarily on  septic  tanks  until  such  a  sewer  is  constructed. 

SEWAGE  TREATMENT  PLANT  AND  SYSTEM 

The  construction  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  and 
System  has  shown  tremendous  progress  during  1958.  The 
North  and  South  Intercepting  Sewers  are  complete  and 
operating.  The  Outfall  and  Trunk  Intercepting  Sewers  includ- 
ing the  Twin  Syphon  under  the  railroad  are  83%  complete. 
The  Treatment  Plant,  consisting  of  the  Control  Building, 
Tanks  and  Digesters  is  86%  complete.  The  entire  system 
will  be  ready  for  operation  in  April,  1959. 

Much  credit  is  due  our  consultants,  Bowe,  Albertson 
and  Associates  and  the  Resident  Engineer,  Mr.  John  Yale, 
for  the  efficient  and  cooperative  manner  in  which  the  many 
contractors  executed  this  work.  This  treatment  plant  will  be 
one  of  the  finest  of  its  type  in  the  country  and  Longmeadow 
is  one  of  the  first  towns  to  receive  Federal  Funds  under 
the  Anti  Pollution  Act  of  1956. 

The  design  of  the  system  is  based  on  a  maximum 
sewage  flow  not  to  be  expected  for  twelve  to  fifteen  years. 
At  that  time  the  addition  of  readily  paralleled  units  will 
bring  the  design  capacity  up  to  flows  not  expected  for  thirty- 
five  to  forty  years. 

The  construction  of  the  south  intercepting  sewer  to 
the  Treatment  Plant  enabled  us  to  contsruct  in  1958,  on  a 
betterment  basis,  a  sewer  to  service  Ely  Road.  We  are  asking 
for  your  approval  this  year  of  an  appropriation  for  sewer 
construction  in  Birnie  Road  as  petitioned  for  by  abutting 
owners. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  make  a  more  concise  report 
to  you  this  year  than  in  previous  years  and  ask  you  to  turn 
to  the  Treasurer's  Report  for  all  financial  statistics.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Superintendent  of  Streets  submits  the  following  re- 
port covering  the  activities  of  the  Street  and  Engineering  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

This  has  been  a  very  active  year  for  the  Department. 
Contract  work  on  the  new  expressway,  Route  91,  by  Lane 
Construction  and  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  program  have 
changed  the  topography  of  Longmeadow  and  have  added  re- 
sponsibilities to  our  department.  Birnie  Road  and  Meadow 
Road  no  longer  are  access  roads  to  the  Meadows.  Bark  Haul 
Road  and  Emerson  Road  have  been  relocated  but  will  con- 
tinue to  be  through  routes  to  the  Meadows.  Heavy  trucking 
was  confined  to  Williams  Street,  Longmeadow  Street,  Bark 
Haul  Road  and  Emerson  Road.  Our  Department  widened 
and  resurfaced  Pondside  Road  with  Chapter  718  funds  from 
Emerson  Road  southerly  to  Birnie  Road.  These  funds  were 
also  used  to  relocate  and  pave  the  intersection  of  Williams  and 
Bliss  according  to  State  recommendations.  Considerable  fill 
was  placed  in  Emerson  Road  west  of  the  railroad  in  the  Sewage 
Treatment  Plant  area  to  raise  this  road  to  the  level  of  the 
railroad.  We  have  petitioned  the  railroad  for  a  wider  crossing 
at  this  point  and  are  asking  for  funds  in  1959  to  pave  Emer- 
son Road  from  the  tracks  westerly  to  the  West  Road  in  the 
Meadows. 

Chapter  90  New  Construction  funds  of  1957  and  1958 
were  combined  and  a  contract  awarded  to  widen  and  resurface 
Laurel  Street  from  Shaker  Road  northerly  to  Bliss  Road.  This 
contract  is  now  complete.  Final  payments  to  the  contractor 
will  be  made  in  1959,  after  acceptance  of  the  work  by  State 
and  County  officials. 

Chapter  90  Maintenance  funds  were  used  on  Shaker 
Road  east  of  Hazardville  Road  and  for  berm  work  on  Long- 
meadow Street. 

Highway  Maintenance  funds  were  used  for  repairing 
earth  and  gravel  roads,  street  cleaning,  repairing  fences,  re- 
moval of  leaves,  mowing  and  shaping  back  roads,  culvert 
maintenance  and  general  repairs.  The  largest  expenditures 
here  are  for  leaf  removal. 

Snow  and  Ice  Removal  expenditures  were  high  this  year 
because  of  extended  storms  early  in  the  year  and  increased 
mileage  added  to  our  routes.  Over  60  miles  of  streets  receive 
attention  and  over  15  miles  of  sidewalk  school  routes  are 
now  plowed  when  necessary.  Route  5  and  the  main  arteries 
to  the  east  receive  attention  first  followed  by  public  residential 
streets  and  then  private  streets.  Hilly  sections  and  school 
crossings  receive  salt  and  sand  treatment,  when  icy,  on  an 
emergency  basis.  Automobile  traffic  to  and  from  our  schools 
during  inclement  weather  is  very  heavy  and  we  endeavor  to 
have  the  roads  open  for  such  traffic  as  quickly  as  possible. 

New  sidewalks  were  built  on  the  south  side  of  Williams 
Street  between  Ridge  Road  and  Viscount  Road  to  accommodate 
school  traffic  in  that  area.  Walks  were  also  built  on  Laurel 
Street  and  various  other  streets  where  requested. 

All  bituminous  surfaced  streets  have  been  kept  in  good 
repair  throughout  the  year  with  funds  expended  from  the 
Tar  Roads  account. 

All  Street  improvements  on  newly  accepted  streets  have 
been  finished  with  funds  properly  appropriated  and  better- 
ments assessed  for  the  work. 


STREETS  ACCEPTED 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  held  February  18,  1958, 
the  Town  voted  to  accept  as  public  ways: 

Emerson  Road  from  the  westerly  line  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Co.,  westerly  about  695 
feet  to  West  Road. 

Williams  Court  from  the  north  line  of  Williams  Street 
northerly  about  350  feet  to  the  south  line  of  the  Richard  Salter 
Storrs  Library  of  Longmeadow. 

Robin  Road  from  the  north  line  of  Maple  Road  to  the 
southerly  line  of  Tedford  Drive,  a  distance  of  about  830 
feet. 

Maplewood  Street  from  the  north  line  of  Maple  Road 
northerly  to  the  southerly  line  of  Tedford  Drive,  a  distance 
of  about  740  feet. 

Fairway  Drive  from  the  westerly  line  of  Hazardville 
Road  westerly  to  the  easterly  line  of  Fenwood  Road,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  670  feet. 

Wenonah  Road  from  the  westerly  end  of  the  February 
23,  1927  acceptance,  westerly  about  440  feet,  to  its  intersection 
with  York  Drive. 

York  Drive  from  the  easterly  line  of  Longmeadow  Street 
easterly,  southerly,  easterly  and  southerly  about  1190  feet  to 
a  point  about  22  feet  south  of  the  southerly  line  of  Lot  13 A. 

Riverview  Avenue  from  the  southerly  end  of  the  February 
17,  1942  acceptance,  southerly  about  340  feet  to  the  southerly 
line  of  the  Cooley  Drive  Tract. 

CONCLUSION 

Expansion  to  the  eastern  part  of  Town  still  continues  at 
a  rapid  pace.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  fill  required  for 
Contract  "A"  of  Route  91  was  acquired  from  private  property 
off  Williams  Street,  east  of  Bliss  Road,  with  the  prospect  of 
future  subdivision  and  development  planned  for  by  the 
owners.  Such  expansion  places  a  heavy  burden  of  proper 
planning  for  future  drainage  and  sewage  upon  our  Engineering 
Department  and  the  Planning  Board  with  whom  we  are  in 
constant  consultation.  It  is  very  difficult  to  plan  capacities  for 
the  future  and  still  stay  within  certain  necessary  economic 
limits. 

Such  has  always  been  the  case.  We  now  find  a  very 
troublesome  area  in  the  capacity  of  the  Bliss  Road  Storm 
Drainage  system  east  of  Laurel  Street.  This  system  was  installed 
years  ago  and  is  not  large  enough  to  carry  storm  flows  of  the 
areas  added  to  it  in  the  last  ten  years,  namely  the  High  School, 
Grassy  Gutter  Road,  the  school  parking  lot,  part  of  Burbank 
Road,  Woolworth  Street,  Oakwood  Drive,  part  of  Lynnwood 
Drive  and  proposed  development  of  land  between  Grassy 
Gutter  Road  and  Woolworth  Street.  A  study  of  present  storm 
flows  and  possible  additions  has  been  made  and  we  ask  the 
voters  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  in  1959  to  correct  this 
system  permanently.  We  also  ask  for  favorable  approval  of 
our  1959  budget  as  presented. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere 
gratitude  to  all  Town  Officers,  Committees  and  Town  depart- 
ment heads  and  employees  for  their  whole  hearted  cooperation 
throughout  the  past  year. 

In  the  interest  of  giving  you  a  more  concise  report  we 
ask  you  to  refer  to  the  Treasurer's  Report  for  all  expenditures 
of  the  Department  for  the  past  year.

Longmeadow  gained  the  unique  distinction  in  1958  of 
completing  over  four  calendar  years  without  a  highway  fatality. 
In  this  era  of  ever  increasing  motor  vehicle  travel,  this  ac- 
complishment is  indeed  a  signal  honor. 

An  analysis  of  the  traffic  accident  summary  in  this  report 
reflects  the  high  number  of  accidents  in  January  and  February. 
It  also  points  out  the  unusual  number  of  local  operators  in- 
volved in  these  crashes.  Operators  must  be  obedient  to  the 
basic  traffic  safety  rule  of  slowing  down  when  streets  are 
snowy  or  icy.  Only  by  the  cooperation  of  our  local  operators 
will  we  be  able  to  maintain  our  enviable  traffic  safety  record. 

Sergeant  Albert  G.  Robitaille  attended  courses  and  be- 
came a  qualified  American  Red  Cross  First  Aid  instructor  dur- 
ing 1958.  Members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  were  retrained  in 
advanced  First  Aid  by  him.  He  has  also  instructed  other  out- 
side groups  during  the  year. 

All  members  of  the  department  have  graduated  from  the 
State  Police  Training  School  at  Framingham.  The  benefits 
gained  from  this  course  of  instruction  reflects  itself  in  the 
efficiency  with  which  the  officers  are  better  able  to  serve 
Longmeadow. 

The  department  is  handling  an  ever  increasing  amount  of 
investigations,  traffic  violations,  vacant  home  services  and 
preventive  procedures.  Additional  personnel  is  necessary  to 
maintain  these  increased  demands  at  an  efficient  level.  I  am 
recommending  that  two  additional  regular  officers  be  appointed 
in  1959. 

The  members  of  the  department  are  looking  forward 
with  anticipation  to  the  new  Police  Department  quarters  which 
were  voted  during  the  past  year.  The  procedures  and  efficiency 
of  our  services  will  be  greatly  enhanced  with  this  acquisition. 

I  express  my  gratitude  for  the  faithful  and  constant  as- 
sistance exerted  by  the  members  of  the  department.  The  co- 
operation of  all  other  departments  in  the  Town  Government  is 
another  valuable  asset  to  us. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks 
for  their  continued  friendly  cooperation.

It  is  be- 
coming increasingly  difficult  to  do  so,  however,  because  of 
the  high  present  day  costs  of  education  and  the  natural 
concern  of  the  town  over  rising  taxes. 

Accelerating  growth  is  the  most  generally  recognized 
challenge  facing  the  School  Department.  It  presents  an 
acute  problem  at  the  elementary  school  level.  During  the 
next  school  year  classes  will  be  considerably  more  over- 
crowded than  at  any  time  in  the  recent  history  of  the  town. 
This  seems  inevitable  although  the  School  Department,  in 
trying  to  equalize  class  sizes  as  much  as  possible,  anticipates 
more  shifting  of  individuals  from  one  school  to  another 
than  during  this  past  year.  Even  after  all  practical  trans- 
fers have  been  made  it  is  believed  some  elementary  classes 
may  have  as  many  as  40-45  pupils.  Moreover,  there  is  no 
relief  in  sight  for  the  overcrowded  elementary  classrooms 
prior  to  September  I960.  The  town  has  decided  to  convert 
the  present  junior  high  into  an  elementary  school  but  this 
building  will  have  to  be  used  as  a  junior  high  school 
through  the  1959-60  school  year. 

At  the  junior  high  level  there  will  be  a  marked  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  pupils  next  September.  The  pres- 
ent junior  high  building  cannot  accommodate  the  total 
number  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils,  without  double 
sessions.  Fortunately,  the  addition  to  the  senior  high  school 
will  be  completed  and,  as  a  temporary  expedient  for  one 
year  only,  it  is  planned  to  house  90-100  seventh  grade 
pupils  in  three  rooms  of  the  new  high  school.  This  will 
still  leave  the  old  junior  high  as  overcrowded  as  it  is  at 
present.  Educationally  this  plan  has  its  drawbacks  but  it 
seems  to  be  the  best  possible  solution.  Fortunately,  it  will 


be  needed  for  only  one  year  as  it  is  expected  the  new 
junior  high  will  be  available  in  September  I960,  for  all 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils. 

The  senior  high  school  picture  is  much  brighter 
because  the  increase  in  pupil  load  there  can  be  handled 
well  in  the  new  wing.  This  addition  did  not  proceed  as 
rapidly  as  hoped  for  and  expected,  but  part  of  it  has  been 
usable  since  early  last  fall. 

Of  major  interest  and  concern  to  all  townspeople  is 
the  large  increase  in  School  Department  budget  this  year. 
This  is  due  primarily  to  an  increase  in  salaries  for  the 
professional  staff.  There  was  no  increase  in  the  teachers' 
salary  schedule  in  September  1958.  As  a  result,  our  salary 
schedule  has  begun  to  fall  behind  schedules  in  effect  in 
some  of  the  surrounding  communities.  Longmeadow  has 
lost  outstanding  teachers  already  to  other  communities 
which  have  offered  higher  salaries.  Of,  perhaps,  even  more 
importance,  we  have  been  unable  to  hire  some  excellent 
prospective  teachers  to  fill  vacancies  created  by  growth 
and  termination,  because  our  salary  sdhedule  was  not  fully 
competitive.  This  is  serious  because  Longmeadow  expects 
to  have,  needs  to  have,  and  should  have  better-tha\n-average 
schools.  A  very  high  percentage  of  our  high  school  grad- 
uates goes  on  to  college  and  must  meet  the  progressively 
higher  entrance  requirements  of  the  colleges  and  univer- 
sities. Those  high  school  graduates  who  do  not  go  on 
with  their  formal  schooling  need  the  best  posslible  educa- 
tion to  enable  them  to  become  good,  well-informed  citizens, 
and  to  compete  in  the  aduLt  world  with  so  many  who  have 
the  advantage  of  a  college  education.  In  order  to  attract 
and  keep  better-than-average  teachers,  who  are  in  short 
supply,  our  salary  schedule  must  compare  favorably  with 
the  schedules  in  other  localities,  both  near  and  far,  which 
are  competing  for  their  services. 

After  very  careful  study  of  all  phases  of  the  complex 
problem  of  teachers'  salaries,  your  School  Committee  voted 
to  raise  the  minima  and  maxima  by  $400,  effective  January 
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,  1959.  The  resulting  proposed  salary  schedule  is  attached 
>  this  report.  Two  points  should  be  kept  in  mind.  First, 
y  action  of  the  State  Legislature  this  past  summer,  the 
linimum  permissable  salary  for  any  teacher  in  the  Com- 
lonwealth  has  been  raised  to  $3,600.  You  will  note  this 
the  starting  salary  on  the  proposed  new  schedule  for 
achers  who  have  neither  an  academic  degree  nor  experi- 
lce.  The  minimum  for  a  teacher  without  experience,  but 
ith  a  BA  or  BS  degree,  is  only  $400  higher  than  the  State 
w  requires.  Secondly,  it  should  be  noted  that  even  with 
lis  $400  increase,  the  resulting  salaries  for  our  teachers 
irtainly  are  not  high  in  comparison  with  other  opportuni- 
ss  open  to  college  graduates  of  the  caliber  we  desire. 

The  budget  also  provides  for  the  additional  teachers 
;eded  for  the  increased  enrollment,  an  assistant  principal 
the  high  school,  one  additional  custodian,  and  two  addi- 
3nal  clerks. 

Items  in  the  budget,  other  than  salary,  reflect  modest 
creases  which  are  due  to  the  growing  enrollment  and 
ze  of  the  physical  plant.  For  instance,  this  year  provision 
ust  be  made  for  heat,  light  and  janitorial  service  for  the 
rge  new  wing  at  the  high  school.  This  addition  has  more 
assrooms  than  any  other  school  in  town. 

It  should  be  apparent  to  all  that  our  town  is  con- 
luing  to  expand  very  rapidly.  This  means  the  school 


plant  and  the  School  Department  staff  must  be  enlarged, 
correspondingly,  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth.  An  addition 
to  the  Blueberry  Hill  school  will  be  needed  in  the  near 
future.  We  must  also  find  office  space  for  the  School 
Department  administrators — superintendent,  assistant  su- 
perintendent,, and  staff — who,  of  necessity,  are  now  using 
offices  in  the  high  school  that  are  already  badly  needed 
by  the  high  school  staff.  Somewhat  further  in  the  future, 
there  will  have  to  be  an  addition  to  Wolf  Swamp  Road 
School,  and  some  day,  perhaps  sooner  than  we  would 
like  to  think,  an  elementary  school  will  be  needed  in  the 
eastern  section  of  the  town.  There  is  a  special  article  in  the 
warrant  to  acquire  land  for  this  future  school.  Although 
it  will  not  be  needed  immediately,  it  is  only  prudent  to 
purchase  the  land  while  it  is  still  available  and  can  be 
acquired  for  somewhat  less  than  building  lot  prices. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  pleased  to  report  that 
the  School  Department  staff  has  functioned  most  effectively 
during  the  past  year,  in  spite  of  the  many  problems  caused 
by  the  rapid  growth.  Longmeadow  is  fortunate  indeed  to 
have  such  a  conscientious  staff,  whose  combined  efforts 
have  continued  to  maintain  our  schools  at  their  high  level.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

The  1958  budget  year  has  been  one  of  much  activity 
for  the  School  Department.  We  have  seen  this  reflected 
in  a  marked  increase  in  the  numbers  of  School  Committee 
meetings,  the  study  and  preparation  of  proposals  for 
necessary  classroom  additions,  selection  and  election  of  new 
staff  members,  and  work  with  the  various  committees 
authorized  by  the  community  at  Town  meetings. 

All  citizens  are  very  much  aware  of  the  growth  prob- 
lems we  have  had  to  face,  but  they  probably  are  not  com- 
pletely sensitive  to  the  impact  of  these  on  the  fundamental 
aspect  of  the  department's  work,  which  is  the  education 
of  our  young  people.  Efficient  learning  situations  are 
related  to  the  quality  of  staff,  the  size  of  classes*,  and  the 
adequacy  of  facilities.  The  real  and  underlying  attitudes 
of  the  community  toward  educational  problems  also  have 
impact  on  pupils  and  staff  alike.  All  professional  re- 
search clearly  indicates  that  the  possible  quality  of  a  given 
community's  educational  program  is  definitely  determined 
by  the  character  and  philosophy  of  the  community  itself. 
The  best  staff  obtainable  cannot  raise  the  level  of  quality 
above  this  limit  of  community  point  of  view.  If,  therefore, 
it  is  true  that  this  community  hopes  for  a  high  standard  of 
achievement  on  the  part  of  its  teachensl  and  pupils  it  must 
first  establish  throughout  its  citizenry  such  a  level  of  aim 
and  intention.  We  look  for  this  to  be  expressed,  not  only 
in  financial  support,  important  as  that  is,  but  also  in  the 
subjective  and  indicated  attitudes  of  the  Town  as  a  whole. 
The  expression  "education  is  everybody's  business"  cannot 
be  lightly  viewed. 

From  time  to  time  I  receive  from  the  respective  prin- 
cipals reports  relating  to  the  work  of  the  individual  schools, 
the  staffs  and  pupils.  Supplementing  these  are  the  results 
of  the  extensive  testing  programs  and,  on  the  high  school 
level,  the  experience  records  of  those  who  have  completed 
their  work  with  us.  I  should  like  to  briefly  refer  to  some 
of  these. 

The  ability  level  testing,  commonly  called  IQ  identi- 
fication, has  shown  some  leveling  off  in  the  indicated 
results.  We  recognize  that  this  type  of  evaluation  is  at- 
tended by  certain  limitations,  but  we  need  what  information 
is  obtainable  by  this  means  in  order  to  properly  gear  our 
program  to  the  needs  and  abilities  of  the  pupils.  Generally 
speaking,  the  achievement  testing  continues  to  delate  favor- 
ably to  these  IQ  results. 

The  extension  of  ability  grouping,  previously  largely 
confined  to  the  senior  high  school,  but  increasingly  used 
in  the  junior  high  school,  is  proving  its  worth.  To  an 
increasing  degree,  we  are  able  to  keep  the  pressure  on  the 
better  qualified  to  work  on  challenging  levels  rather  than 
being  held  to  the  slower  pace  of  others  who  find  the  rapid 
and  more  difficult  pace*,  at  that  point,  beyond  them.  This  is 
definitely  to  the  advantage  of  all  involved. 

Mr.  Macfarlane  and  the  senior  high  school  staff  con- 
tinue with  the  excellent  program  characteristic  of  this 
school.  From  the  graduating  class  of  1958,  no  one  who 
wished  to  continue  schooling  beyond  the  high  school  level 
failed  to  be  admitted  to  some  such  advanced  school.  All 
did  not  apply,  nor  go,  to  the  so-called  "prestige"  colleges, 
but  opportunities  continue  to  be  available  in  many  of  the 
good  schools  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Macfarlane's  report  to  me  places  great  stress  on 
the  difficulties  of  recruitment  of  teachers  this  last  year. 


With  continuing  growth,  we  expect  the  situation  to  be  no 
better  in  the  year  ahead.  If  there  is  not  a  definite  increase 
in  the  salaries  we  can  offer,  the  possibilities  will  be  definite- 
ly poorer.  The  size  of  this  recruitment  problem  can  be 
highlighted  by  reference  to  the  fact  that  of  the  102  teachers 
on  the  present  staff,  60  have  been  with  us  five  years  or 
less.  The  addition  of  this  "new  blood"  is  good  for  its 
stimulation,  but  only  as  we  are  able  to  exert  a  high  degree 
of  selectivity.  Adding  only  inexperienced  people,  too,  will 
not  be  good  since  much  strength  accrues  with  even  one 
year's  actual  service  in  the  classroom. 

Mr.  Wood  and  the  junior  high  school  staff  have  been 
assisting  in  the  formulation  of  plans  for  the  new  building. 
This  responsibility  will  grow  with  the  passing  of  the 
months  just  ahead.  In  the  meantime,  the  scheduling  and 
operational  problems  will  be  quite  acute,  particularly  with 
the  probable  assignment  of  a  large  number  of  pupils  to 
quarters  in  the  new  high  school  wing.  We  trust  that  the 
construction  of  the  new  building  is  started  soon  enough 
to  insure  full  occupancy  in  the  fall  of  I960. 

Many  of  the  problems  of  the  elementary  schools  are 
directly  related  to  class  sizes.  On  October  1,  our  regular 
reporting  date,  only  382  elementary  pupils,  25%,  were  in 
classes  in  the  size  range,  25-30,  which  would  allow  us  to 
work  comfortably  and  efficiently.  The  remainder  are  in 
classes  ranging  from  31  to  39.  Even  this  degree  of  eveness 
of  distribution  could  be  accomplished  only  by  extensive 
shifting  of  pupils  from  school  to  school.  More  of  this 
undesirable  shifting,  and  still  larger  classes,  are  indicated 
for  the  next  school  year.  I  must  firmly  state  to  you  that, 
as  these  two  factors  continue  to  increasingly  impinge  on 
our  activities,  they  are  bound  to  be  reflected  in  the  quality 
of  work  that  can  be  done.  The  devotion  and  abilities  of 
our  very  excellent  staff  cannot  fully  offset  the  detriment 
inherent  in  this  situation.  With  no  elementary  school 
facility  relief  possible  for  more  than  a  year,  many  children 
are  bound  to  be  affected.  It  will  be  particularly  true  that 
those  who  find  school  quite  challenging  and  difficult  will 
make  much  less  progress  than  they  might  with  a  more 
satisfactory  classroom  situation.  I  know  our  teachers  will 
do  all  in  their  power  to  compensate  for  these  unwieldy 
classes,  but  there  are  definite  limits  to  what  can  be  done. 
Neither  I,  nor  they,  will  complain  about  the  increase  of 
work  load,  but  we  all  ane  concerned  about  the  quality  of 
work  possible  under  such  conditions. 

In  August  of  this  last  year,  Mr.  William  Henry  Cone 
came  to  us  to  act  as  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  He  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance  to  me  and 
the  department  in  the  short  time  he  has  been  with  us. 
I  am  coming  to  rely  on  his  help  and  good  judgment  in- 
creasingly. His  ability  to  quickly  adjust  to  a  new  situation, 
and  his  rich  educational  experience  and  background,,  is 
serving  us  well.  We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  found 
available  a  person  of  his  abilities  and  warm  personality. 

As  a  result  of  Mr.  Cone's  availability,  we  have  been 
able  to  begin  to  give  attention  to  certain  aspects  of  the 
administrative  responsibility  which  have  been  slighted 
increasingly  as  the  work  load  has  increased.  The  steady 
building  program,  the  large  staffing  problem,  the  marked 
increase  in  committee  responsibilities,  and  the  attendant 
preparation  of  informal  materials  had  contributed  to 
make  close  attention  to  the  day  by  day  operation  of  the 
various  schools  difficult,  if  not  impossible.  We  have 
reached  a  point  in  size  as  a  department  where  such  assist- 
ance, as  Mr.  Cone  is  now  providing,  has  become  a  neces- 
sary provision. 
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The  new  high  school  wing  is  nearing  completion, 
'he  accomplishment  of  this,  and  the  completion  of  the 
ecessary  reports  to  the  School  Building  Assistance  Com- 
lission,  lie  just  ahead.  The  work  of  assisting  the  junior 
igh  school  building  committee  will  take  much  time  and 
ffort  in  the  months  ahead.  Work  with  the  committee 
ppointed  to  study  the  conversion  of  the  present  junior 
igh  school  building  will,  undoubtedly,  be  heavy  and 
ossibly  difficult.  We  trust  that  we  may  play  our  role 
1  these  responsibilities  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  all 
)ncerned.  We  are  anticipating  a  busy  and  profitable  year 
iead.

The  children  were  weighed  and  measured  in  the  spring

The  pre-school  clinics  were  held  in  May  at  the  five 
ementary  schools  for  children  entering  kindergarten  in 
le  fall.  Dr.  Harry  L.  Roberts,  school  physician,  examined 
ie  students  in  the  3rd,  7th,  and  9th  grades  in  the  fall,  also 
udents  new  to  the  system,  and  children  not  examined  at 
ie  pre-school  clinics.  Boys  in  the  Senior  High  School, 
igaging  in  competitive  sports,  were  given  special  examina- 
Dns. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and  Maico  Audiometer 
est  were  given  to  the  pupils.  Those  pupils  who  failed  the 
st  twice  were  given  notices  requesting  that  they  see  a 
lysician.  Seventy  one  notices  were  sent  home  for  visual 
;fects  and  sixty  seven  of  those  children  received  treat- 
ent.  Some  children  have  minor  hearing  defects  which 
id  been  taken  care  of  previously,  so  there  were  few 
)tices  for  hearing  loss. 

Our  school  dentist,  Dr.  David  Webber,  examined  the 
eth  of  all  the  children  and  notices  of  the  conditions 
>und  were  mailed  to  all  parents.  It  is  gratifying  to  see 
ie  number  of  cavities  in  the  teeth  of  the  children  being 
■duced  each  year.  It  is  so  important  to  take  care  of 
lildren's  teeth.  Boys  at  the  Senior  High  School,  who 
anted  them,  were  fitted  to  mouthpieces  for  protection 
hile  playing  football  and  hockey. 

In  the  fall,  cards  were  sent  to  all  parents  to  be 
gned  if  they  wanted  their  children  to  have  the  Mantoux 
est  for  Tuberculosis.  The  response  to  this  was  excellent 
id  over  1900  pupils  will  be  given  the  test  in  January.

General  Policy 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  School  Department  to 
close  school  only  in  case  of  extreme  weather  conditions; 
otherwise,  to  hold  regular  sessions.  When,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  School  Department,  the  weather  is  too  bad  for  the 
children  to  attend  school,  the  no-school  signal  (two  blasts 
of  the  Town  Fire  signal  with  a  Jong  interval  between)  will 
be  sounded  at  7:45  a.  m.,  or  12:15  p.  m.  The  announcement 
will  be  made  over  the  local  radio  and  television  stations 
whenever  possible. 

Parents  and  pupils  are  requested  not  to  call  the  fire 
house  or  police  station  for  no-school  information. 

Entrance  Age  (Present  School  Committee  Regulations) 

1.  Kindergarten  eligibility:  Any  child  four  years  and 
nine  months  of  age  on  September  1st  is  eligible  for 
entrance.  All  children  once  admitted  are  subject  to  all 
the  regulations  and  directions  of  the  school  system. 

2.  No  child  will  be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  after 
October  1st  unless  by  transfer  from  kindergarten  of 
another  school  system. 

3.  Any  child  five  years  and  nine  months  of  age  or  over 
on  September  1st  may  be  admitted  to  first  grade.  Hav- 
ing once  entered  they  are  at  any  time  subject  to  reclas- 
sification and  may  be  placed  in  the  kindergarten  on 
agreement  of  teacher,  principal  and  Superintendent. 

4.  No  child  under  seven  years  of  age  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  first  grade  after  October  1st  in  any  year  except 
with  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent  or  by  transfer 
from  another  school  system.
